about 9, the Court ſitting, they were Introduced, and made 
it their Requeſt they might be Bailed, whcreupon they 
were informed that they might be admitted to Bail, to ap- 
pear the firſt day of the next Term, and ſo dies in diem 
till chevy ſhould be difcharged by due Courſe of Law. When 
R. Hambden, Eſq; was further informed, there was an Indict- 
ment of Miſdemeanour Preferred againſt him ;. to which he 
muſt Plead beforc he could be admitted to Bail, whereupon he 
defired that he might be Bailed, and that: he would appear, 
and Plead to it the next Term, but he was informed that it 


could nor be done, and the Kings Council inſiſting that he 


might be obliged to Plead before Bail was taken, after filence 
was made, the Clark of the Crown bid him bold up his 
Hand, which he doing the-Indiftment was Read, Importing 
that he, viz. R. Hambden, Eſq; contrary to his Duty,and Alle- 
giance, had conſulted with divers Evil minded People in 
order to raiſe Commortions to ſtir up Sedition and the 
Ancient Goyernment of this Kingdom to Subvert, &c. To 
which he Pleaded not Guifty , and thereupon was 
ordered to produce his Bail, which he did, viz. Four Per- 
ſons of Quality, who entered into Recognizances of 5000]. 
a picce, and himſelf into a Recogmizance of 10000 | to Ap- 
pear the Firſt Day of the next Term, and ſo day by day, G&c. 
Into the like Recognizances entered the Lord Brandon Gerard, 
and F. Trenchard, Eſq; cach producing Perſons of greac 
_ Worth, after which EX Charlton the Elder, Major Wildman,and 
' #7. Booth,Eſq; were ordered ro name their R 
' ties, which they did, and they being accepted by Mr. Artor- 
- ny:General onthe part of the King, Entered into Recogm- 
..Zanccs of -10001. a piece, and the Principals reſpectively 
_ into double the Sum to Appear as aforeſaid, cach of them 
giving  Surcries as in ſuch Caſes is Required, and therc- 
upon the Licutcnant of the Tower being Diſcharged of his 
Prifoners, the Guards were ſent away, and they left Intircly 
at their Liberty, when having payed their Reſpects, attend- 
£d by their own Servants, they depart the Court.
